Washington, Aug. i S—Special—From the best data ob- 


tainable it is apparent that Dewey's attack upon and capture 
of Manila took place during the actual war period. The dif- 
ference in time between Washington and Manila is a little 
over twelve hours, and thus although according to the calen- 
dar the battle was in progress at the time the protocol was 
signed last Friday, it was in fact all over and the surrender 
of the city and the island of Luzon had betn consummated 
prior to the signatory act. This is important only because it 
removes a technical ground of dispute. The fact that the 
battle was fought and the victory won before Dewey could 
have received formal notice of the agreement for the cessa- 
tion of hostilities would be sufficient to. silence any quibble 
Spain might raise. 


Merritt Sends a Report. -

forty-eight hour notification to the Spanish commander to ic- 
move non-combatants from the city.

Manila, Aug. 14 (Via Hongkong. Aug 


18).—Manila 
surrendered 
yesterday 


the 13th, after a combined attack bj 
the American naval and land forces. 


Admiral Dewey's fleet destroyed th« 


Ion at Malate and shelled the Spanish 
trenches, thus affording an opening 
ior the American troops to enter tha 
city. The soldiers then gallantly nd 
•vanced. captured the fort and hoisted 
the American nag over it, meeting only 
a weak resistance from the garrison 
They then 
pursued the 
retreating 


Spaniards Into tho city. 


Six American soldiers were killed 


and thirty-nine were wounded In this 
attack. 
• 


Not a, slnglo ehot was flrod at the 


lAmerlcnn fleet, except several rifle vol- 
leys, which were flred Ineffectively on 
tho Cnllao, which was close In shore, 
shelling the trenches. Several bullets 
struck the Cnllno. 


The Spanish loss Is unknown at this 


writing, but It is not thought to be 
considerable. 


Port Malate, which was battered by 


the shelling, being apparently desert- 
ed after the fleet reduced Malate and 
the American forces occupied it. Ad- 
miral Dewey signaled to Manila, "Do 
you surrender?" 


American officers then went ashore 


and a long conference followed be- 
tween them and 'the Spanish authorl- 
ties. Finally tho governor surrendered 
tho city, tho American flag was hoisted 
over It at 5:43 o'clock in tho after- 
noon, and the American troops were 
put In possession. 


The weak resistance made by the 


Spaniards resulted from Admiral Dew- 
ey's efforts to take the city without 
loss of, life or destruction of property. 
•Tho surrender was chiefly accomplish- 
ed by diplomatic negotiations conduct- 
ed through tho Belgian consul. 


Admiral Dewey and Gen. Merrltt 


sent an ultimatum to the city Aug. 
7. giving the authorities forty-eight 
hours' notlco that the land and naval 
forces of tho United States would at- 
tack the city at the expiration of that 
period, or at any time thereafter that 
•was convenient. This formal demand 
that the city surrender was sent Mon- 
day afternoon. The Spaniards refus- 
ed to surrender. When the time had 
expired which had been allowed by 
the American commanders the Span- 
iards asked an extension of one day 
more. In order that they might movo 
their sick and wounded and the women 
and 
children and 
non-combatants. 


Tills request was granted. 


'The foreign warships in tho bay were 


notified of the attack, all of them with- 
drawing out of range. Tho British and 
Japanrfio warships joined the Amer- 
ican flt-et off Cavlto, and tho French 
and German warships steamed to the 
north of the city, whore, they were out 
of range. 


The attack was arranged for tho 9th 


Inst., but at tho last minute Gen. Mor- 
rltt requested that tho fleet postpone 
the bombardment until his lines could 
be extended farther around the city. 
Then Admiral Dowey 
Informed 
tho 


Spaniards that the attack would bo 
made on Saturday; that ho would de- 
stroy Fort Malate and shell the trench- 
es, thus destroying the opposition to 
the land forces entering tho city;, that 
he would not flrc on tho city unless 
tho guns of Manila opened on his ships, 
In which case he would destroy tho 
city. 


The Spanish commander cent word 


tn Gen. Mcrrltt that he wished the 
'American troops to take complete pos- 
session of the city, to protect It from 


• the insurgents, before the Spanish flag 


should bo hauled down. 


Gen. 
Merrltt and his staff, with 300 


soldiers, then went ashore to arrange 
the flnal minor conditions of the sur- 
render. 


The Spanish officers were allowed to 


Tctaln their side arms, but were re- 
quired to give up their horses. 


Lieut. Brumby, with 
two sailors, 


•went to haul down tho Spanish flag. 
At 5:43 tho American flag was hoisted 
over the city and immediately twenty- 
one guns were flred by tho entire fleet. 


Spaniards, 
Chinese 
and 
natives 


greeted the American army with cheers 
and shouts of "Viva Americanos!" 


The American troops 
are now In 


complete possession of the city. This

Tbere Should Be Borne Sort of Fubllc 


Conscience In Regard to I*. 


An alarming "accident" is reported 


today, which nearly had the moat Be- 
rloua consequences; and we oaa vouch 
for it that .this accident is by no means 
an isolated case of the sort, says St. 


As a lady was walk- 


Ing, along Cannon street an omnibus 
passed by, with a full load of passen- 
gers on tho top; and one of them, af- 
ter lighting a 
cigarette, threw the 


match on the pavement. The flame 
caugiht tho laco of a lady's dress and 
in a- moment she was in flames; and 
tho report shows what a narrow es- 
cape she had from being burned to 
death. We should be glad to think 
that this affair might prove a public 
warning, were it not that it is only 
.a very few years since'a laily was ac- 
tually burned to death, through a 
similar cause, at one of tho South 
Kensington exhibitions. Most of us 
haAfc heard 
of 
similar occurrences, 


when lighted cigarettes or matches, or 
burnlnB ash from a pipe, have been 
dropped from the tops of omnibuses' 
or otherwise In tho public streets, with 
resulting Injury to bonnets and dresses 
If not to tho person of anybody un- 
lucky enough to be in tho way'. 
The 


roofa of omnibuses are used to a very 
largo extent by thoughtless people, who 
smoke, llfeht matches, and (an even 
more rtlB3u»tlng and annoying, if less 
dangerous habit) expectorate, without 
regarding for a moment the fact that 
they aro In a public place, where, other 
persons may Buffer for their acts. In 
summer, when ladles ore wearing light 
dresses, and especially when, as'now, I 
muslin and such inflammable mate- 
rials are In fashion, this practice of 
reckless smoking in tho streets devel- 
ops Into a public danger; and when 
the omnibus companies 
take to en- 


couraging the habit, by providing pen- 
ny-ln-the-slot machines for cigarettes, 
It seems desirable to draw as much at- 
tention as possible to this growing evil. 
We have no desire to begin a campaign 
against smoking In Itself. But It 1s as 
well to recognize that the prevalence 
of smoking Is such that some sort of 
public conscience Is required, some In- 
ner rule of good manners, at all events, 
which should restrict the Indulgence 
of this pleasure In such a way as not 
to turn it Into a nuisance. And la cer- 
tain places—siich as railway stations, 
railway carriages, omnibuses, trams, 
etc.—tho proprietors, whether Individ- 
uals or companies, ought to see that 
tho by-laws give protection against 
what may bo called the natural and 
ordinary accidents and annoyances 
which may bo expected In the usual 
course to follow from a reckless use 
of the facilities offered. 
The way in 


which smoking in public has Increased 
In' tlio lust ten years or BO Is really 
more significant than any statistics of 
tho Increase In tho amount of tho con- 
sumption of tobacco.
